1 . SOURCE CITED IN BAGHDAD 1855 AND 1894 INFORMED ON DECEMBER 22 
THAT HE PARTICIPATED IN LENGTHY MEETING NIGHT OF DECEMBER 21 WHERE 
PURCHASE OF ARMS BY UN MISSION WAS DISCUSSED BY OFFICIALS OF 

THE MUKHABARET, THE FOREIGN MINISTRY, AND SADDAM HUSSEIN S 
PERSONAL STAFF. HE SAID THAT HE WAS ONLY ONE PRESENT WHO 
ARGUED FOR WITHDRAWAL OF TAYYAR FROM UN MISSION AND FOR 
RETURN OF ARMS TO NEW YORK. FOREIGN MINISTRY ASSESSMENT 
OF SITUATION. BASED ON REPORTING FROM IRAQS UN MISSION, 

WAS THAT WHOLE AFFAIR WAS A STORM IN A CUP THAT WOULD 
QUICKLY BLOW OVER. USG WOULD NOT INSIST ON TAYYAR'S WITHDRAWAL 
BECAUSE THEY KNEW THAT GOI WOULD RETALIATE BY DEMANDING WITHDRAWAL 
OF A MEMBER OF USINT STAFF AND USG WOULD NOT WANT TO DISTURB 
THE RECENT IMPROVEMENT IN RELATIONS BETWEEN USG AND GOI. 

2. SOURCE SAID THAT HE POINTED OUT THAT AMBASSADOR WAS 
MAINTAINING THAT HE HAD ONLY RECEIVED 70. HE ALSO SAID THAT HE HAD 
ARGUED T AT USG HAD LEGITIMATE REASON FOR CONCERN ABOUT 
OTHER 30 WEAPONS SINCE, FOR ALL THEY KNEW, IRAQI MISSION 
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COULD HAVE DISTRIBUTED THEM TO RADICAL ELEMENTS WITHIN UNITED 
STATES. 

3. SOURCE SAID HE MADE LITTLE PROGRESS WITH THESE ARGUMENTS. 

MOST OF GROPU HAD BEEN CONVINCED BY IRAQI MISSIONS OBVIOUSLY 
INACCURATE REPORTING. HE SAID THAT SHAIKHLY AND TAYYAR WERE 
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BOTH SERIOUSLY DISTORTING THE TRUE SITUATION IN DESPERATE 
HOPE OF SAVING THEIR OWN NECKS. TAYYAR SEEMED PARTICULARLY 
ANXIOUS TO STAY IN NEW YORK AND FOREIGN MINISTRY WANTED TO 
KEEP HIM THERE SINCE HE WAS "ACTIVE 

4. SOURCE ALSO SAID THAT HE HAD NOW DISCOVERED THAT NOT 

ALL OF THE 30 ADDITIONAL WEAPONS HAD BEEN ACCOUNTED FOR, PRIMARILY 
BECAUSE THE MUKHABARAT HAD NOT KEPT GOOD RECORDS OF THEIR 
DISPOSITION OF MUKHABARET PERSONNEL. HE SAID HE BELIEVED 
IT POSSIBLE THAT ARMS HAD BEEN KEPT AT THE UN MISSION OR 
EVEN HAD BEEN DISTRIBUTED TO "FRIENDS" IN THE UNITED STATES. 

5. SOURCE SAID THAT IRAQI AUTHORITIES WERE RELUCTANT TO 
SEND THOSE WEAPONS THEY ACCOUNT FOR BACK TO NEW YORK BY 
DIPLOMATIC POUCH BECAUSE THEY FEARED THAT THE POUCHES WOULD 
NOW BE INTERCEPTED AND OPENED, THEREBY PUTTING THE IRAQI 

UN MISSION IN EVEN HOTTER WATER. 

6. IN VIEW OF OBVIOUS FAILURE OF IRAQI UN MISSION TO REPORT 
ACCURATELY ON SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH USG VIEWS THIS WHOLE 
AFFAIR, I RECOMMEND THAT WE NOW MOVE QUICKLY TO CONVEY OUR 
FEELINGS TO GOI THROUGH MORE DIRECT CHANNELS. I RECOMMEND THAT I 
BE INSTRUCTED TO TAKE SUBJECT UP AT AS HIGH A LEVEL AS 

POSSIBLE IN THE FOREIGN MINISTRY USING INSTRUCTIONS PREVIOUSLY 
SENT TO USUN. I ALSO RECOMMEND THAT DEPARTMENT. AT A SUITABLY 
HIGH LEVEL, PREFERABLY ASSISTANT SECRETARY ATHERTON, CALL 
IN AMIN AL HASSAN, THE PRINCIPAL OFFICER OF THE IRAQI 
INTEREST SECTION, AND CONVEY OUR VIEWS TO HIM, PREFERABLY WITH 
AN AIDE-MEMOIRE IN WRITING THAT HE CAN TRANSMIT VERBATIM 
TO BAGHDAD. 
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UM IF USUN HAS REQUESTED TAYYAR'S EXPULSION AS AUTHORIZED 
STATE 306916, GOI WILL PROBABLY REACT BY DECLARING ONE OF 
OUR STAFF PNG, WHEN AND IF SHAIKHLY REPORTS OUR ACTION TO 
GOI. PLEASE ADVISE USINT ASAP IF ACTION AGAINST TAYYAR HAS 
BEEN TAKEN. 

8. DUE PRIMARILY TO SHAIKHLY'S BAD JUDGEMENT, THIS MATTER IS 
NOW ESCALATING TO POINT WHERE IT COULD CREATE SERIOUS PROBLEM 
IN US-GOI RELATIONS. I BELIEVE IT IS NOW ESSENTIAL Y TO MOVE 
DIALOGUE AWAY FROM IRAQI UN MISSION, AS SHAIKHLY IS TOO DEEPLY 
IMPLICATED IN MISREPRESENTATIONS TO BOTH GOVERNMENTS TO BE 
OF MUCH USE AS CHANNEL OF COMMUNICATION. 

9. DECEMBER 22 IS LOCAL HOLIDAY IN IRAQ. GOI OFFICES WILL 

BE OPENED DECEMBER 23 AND THEN CLOSED FOR REGULAR FRIDAY DAY OF 
REST ON DECEMBER 24. IF POSSIBLE REQUEST DEPARTMENT SEND ME 
INSTRUCTIONS TODAY DECEMBER 22. SO I CAN APPROACH FOREIGN 
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MINISTRY ON DECEMBER 23. WILEY 
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
